1 . JONAH SAYS HE IS ON FACT FINDING MISSION FOR SGY. PLO 

HAS PROVIDED OVERLAY WHICH SHOWS 190 ARMED PALESTINIANS IN 
UNIFIL S AREA OF OPERATIONS. JONAH IS IN PROCESS OF VERIFY- 
ING THIS BY VISITS TO NATIONAL CONTINGENTS. ONCE 
VERIFIED, JONAH MAINTAINS NO INCREASE WILL BE PERMITTED. 

2. JONAH ALSO VERIFYING AD HOC INTERIM ARRANGEMENT ON NON- 
MILITARY SUPPLIES TO PALESTINIANS. IN GENERAL, HE BELIEVES 
THIS IS WORKING WELL. IN ONE SECTOR. CONTROLS NEEDED TIGHTEN- 
ING. 

3. CHRISTIAN MILITIAS REMAIN ADAMANTLY OPPOSED TO UNIFIL 
DEPLOYMENT. SYG TAKES POSITION UN CANNOT ACCEPT PRESENCE OF 
ARMED GROUPS NOT SANCTIONED BY GOL. BEIRUT HAS NOT AND 
CANNOT SANCTION CHRISTIAN MILITIAS. SINCE UN DOES NOT 

WANT TO USE FORCE. DE FACTO COMPROMISE IS FOR MILITIAS TO 
REMAIN IN THEIR VILLAGES (STILL ARMED, OF COURSE).

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4. IF SITUATION REMAINS BASCIALLY THE SAME, AND JONAH 
SEEMS TO THINK IT WILL, SYG PRESUMABLY WILL REPORT TO 
SECURITY COUNCIL AND SEEK FURTHER GUIDANCE. IN HIS VIEW, 
EXISTING SITUATION WHEREBY PALESTINIANS CONTAINED BY UN 
AND MILITIAS ALLOWED FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT IN BORDER AREA, 
WILL EVENTUALLY PROVOKE INCREASED PALESTINIAN INFILTRA- 
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TION. 

5. JONAH STATED SYG CONTINUING TO PRESS FOR DISPATCH OF 
LAF UNITS TO THE SOUTH. HE WAS AWARE OF, AND NOT HAPPY 
WITH, SIILASVUO'S REPORTED ADVICE GOL SHOULD PROCEED 
CAUTIOUSLY IN THIS AREA. 

6. COMMENT: ABOVE WAS GLEANED FROM JONAH DURING BREAKFAST 
MEETING JUNE 27. JONAH'S REPORT IGNORED PROBLEM OF MANY 
HUNDREDS OF UNARMED PALESTINIAN INFILTRATORS WHICH ARE 
RELIABLY REPORTED TO BE IN THE AREA AND WHICH HE MAINTAINS 
UN DOES NOT HAVE THE AUTHORITY TO EXCLUDE. HE CHARACTERIZES 
PLO COOPERATION AS EXCELLENT. JOHAN SHOWED GREAT SENSITIVITY 
TO PRESS STORIS ALLEGING SIGNIFICANT PLO INFILTRATION AND 
SECRET UN-PLO UNDERSTANDING CONCERNING RESUPPLY. END COMMENT. 

7. UN SOURCE HAS JUST INFOMED US THAT JONAH HELD ONE-HOUR 
SESSION WITH ISRAELI MFA OFFICIAL RON MORNING JUNE 27. WE HAVE 
NO READ-OUT ON THIS DISCUSSION AS YET. JONAH IS NOW ON HIS WAY 
TO NAQOURA, VISITS TO ADDITIONAL CONTINGENTS, AND THEN 

ON TO BEIRUT AFTERNOON JUNE 27. WE UNDERSTAND HE WILL 
TRY TO SEE AMBASSADOR PAERKER, ARAFAT AND BOUTROS.
